THE OPENING OF THE WEST 
RIVER. 

A SOLUTION TO THE PROBLEM 
SUGGESTED? 
[COMMUNICATED.] 

The question of the opening of 
Wuchow-fu on the West River, in the 
province of Kwang-si, appears to make 
no.progress whatever. The last report 
of the Hongkong, Canton and Macao 
Steamboat Company—probably the. 
most interested parties in Clhina—sponks 
of ‘the unlikely avant of the West River 
being opened’ aa if all hope were 
abandoned. The diplomatic corres- 
pondence on the subject, if any was 
exchanged, has not been published, ‘but 
wesee no grounds for relinquishing 
hopa of success ifthe Chambers of 
Commerce in England and China, 


aided by the China Association, 
will only face the ‘problem in a 
reasonable and intelligent way, and 
consider the pros and cons from both 
the foreign commercial: and Chinese 
fiscal puint of view. Foreign merchants 
and shipowners wish ta extend their 
trade aod steam traflic, quite regurdless 
of the loss it may entail on the pro- 
vincial cachequers ; and it is generally 
aupposed. that the opening of a new 
port end the addition of a Custom 
House most be a gain tothe revenue, 
and therefore welcoma to Ching. But 
this is a mistaken supposition,

hostility and disfavour. “The elevation
